The  con¬ 
versation  ran  something  along  these 
lines:  “She  sure  is  a  funny  girl;  she 
doesn't  do  anything  like  we  do,  wonder 
why.she's  so;different?:Why  ,IS  she  dif¬ 
ferent?  Could  it  be  Be¬ 
cause  she  .has  her  own 
ideas  and  has  the  cour¬ 
age  to  stand  up  foY 
what  she  believes,  even 
though  her  beliefs  may 
not  be  the  same  as  ev¬ 
erybody  else? 

It’s  very  easy  to  con¬ 
form  to  the  majority's 
Sway  of  thinking,  espe¬ 
cially  in  a  large  group 
GOOGE  when  we’re  constantly 
in  contact  with  several 
people.
